E.VFORCEMENT  OF  CHRISTIAN  TRUTH. 

I>UTV  OF  MINISTER.S. 

BV  BISHOP  D.  WILSON. 

Let  us  Jearn,  again,  from  our  Epistle,  in 
V'hat  manner  thin  doctrine  of  Christ,  which 
is  thus  essential  to  the  production  of  the  in¬ 
ternal  life  of  grace,  is  to  be  proposed  and  en¬ 
forced. 

Our  doctrine  and  course  of  instruction 
must  resemble  those  of  St.  Paul,  if  the  con¬ 
verts  are  to  be  like  his;  not  only  must  the  truths 
themselves  be  of  the  same  kind  as  the 
apostle’s,  but  the  manner  of  stating  them,  the 
•address,  the  proportion,  the  distribution  of 
their  parts,  the  accompanying  affections,  the 
object  in  view  must  be  like  his.  There  must 
be  a  thorough  understanding  and  a  firm  hold 
of  “  the  mystery  of  God,  and  of  the  Father, 
and  of  Christ,”  or  we  can  never  teach  it. 
“  Christ  the  hope  of  glory,”  must  be  the  sum 
of  our  faith,  as  it  was  of  the  apostle’s  ;  “  Christ 
our  all  and  in  all,  Christ  our  head,”  our  “re¬ 
conciliation,”  our  “life,”  our  complete,  ad¬ 
equate,  and  exclusive  Saviour  and  Mediator. 
Then  we  shall  preach  as  St.  Paul  did. 

In  the  next  place,  we  must  use  largely  the 
very  language  of  St.  Paul  and  the  other  in¬ 
spired  writers,  and  incorporate  it  with  our  own 
doctrines,  or  we  shall  fail  in  imitating  them. 
The  far  greater  part  of  our  instructions  in 
public  and  private  should  be  composed  of 
holy  Scripture  wisely  explained  and  applied. 
Mere  strings  of  texts,  indeed,  repeated  with¬ 
out  feeling  or  propriety,  are  of  little  or  no 
value  ;  Vuu  Scripture  richly  wrought  into  our 
discourses  and  supporting  all  we  advance,  is 
the  “  incorruptible  seed”  of  the  divine  life. 
If  we  shun  the  language  of  St.  Paul,  we 
shall  not  long  retain  the  Gospel  he  proclaimed! 
he  must  live  and  speak  in  us  and  by  us. 

Again,  Christ  in  all  his  glory,  all  his  com¬ 
plete  work,  all  his  offices,  must  be  known  and 
acknowledged  to  be  the  daily  food  of  the 
soul,  the  motive  to  all  duty,  the  source  of  all 
strength, ‘he  consolation  under  all  afflictions. 
We  must  not  put  Christ  on  one  side,  as  it 
were,  as  having  wrought  redemption,  indeed, 
but  as  not  necessary  to  be  presented  in  every 
exhortation  ;  or  imagine  that  great  festivals 
or  set  occasions  of  proving  his  divinity  or 
atonement  may  well  recall  him  to  our  minds  ; 
but  that  for  the  rest,  it  is  enough  for  us  to 
dwell  on  duties,  and  the  mortification  of  sin, 
and  parables,  and  the  proverbs,  psalms,  and 
sermon  on  the  mount.  This  is  a  fatal  mis¬ 
take.  The  cold  essay  on  subordinate  matters 
starves  the  soul.  Details  of  morals  are  what 
Aristotle,  Cicero,  or  Epictetus,  might  teach. 
Minute  historical  criticism,  disquisitions  on 
parables,  mystical  devotion,  declamations  on 
the  brevity  of  life,  are  inefficient  to  the 
awakening  and  instructing  of  man  dead  in  sin. 
Christ  must  be  the  prominent  person  through¬ 
out  our  ministry,  as  in  the  Epistle  before  us, 
or  we  sIieII  totally  fail.  We  are  not  to  be  Jewish 
preachers,  nor  followers  merely  of  John  Bap¬ 
tist,  but  preachers  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ  our 
Lord. 

Once  more ;  all  St.  Paul’s  doctrine  was 
intermixed  with  earnestness  and  meaning, 
with  experience  and  love,  with  spiritual  feel¬ 
ings  and  affections,  with  the  conflict  of  prayer 
and  humility  of  soul,  and  with  the  unaffected 
reliance  on  the  operations  of  grace  to  make 
them  successful ;  so  must  ours.  Our  doc¬ 
trine  must  lead  directly  to  conversion  of  heart, 
and  faith,  and  holy  love.  Our  creeds,  and 
articles,  and  summaries  of  theology  are  only 
the  rudiments  of  piety.  All  the  doctrinal 
statements  in  either  Testament  are  interwoven 
with  practical  results,  are  dipped  in  the  heart, 
are  not  introduced  abstractedly,  but  clothed 
with  circumstances,  and  directed  to  some  im¬ 
mediate  and  high  practical  design.  All  the 
vast  and  mysterious  scheme  of  redemption  is 
subservient  to  the  bringing  man  back  to  spirit¬ 
ual  feelings  and  duties.  So  the  doctrine  of 
the  Holy  Ghost ;  so  the  vital  and  all-compre¬ 
hensive  mystery  of  the  Trinity  of  persons  in 
^he  one  adorable  Godhead — nothing  is  ab¬ 
stract  and  speculative. 

And  the  reason  why  God  is  pleased  to  raise 
up  strenuous  defenders  of  the  faith  from  age 
to  age,  to  refute  the  erroneous  systems  of 
idolatry  and  superstition  which  Satan  invents 
and  aids,  is,  that  error  blights  the  tender  plants 
of  grace.  Their  growth  is  stunted.  It  is  a 
mephitic  atmosphere.  As  divine  truth  im¬ 
prints  God’s  image  upon  us,  so  Satanic  lies 
imprints  that  of  the  devil.  The  Lord,  there- 
ore,  “  when  the  enemy  comes  in  like  a  flood, 
hits  up  a  standard  against  him.”  Every  word 
0  St.  Paul’s  doctrine  in  this  Epistle  is  im- 
dded  in  the  inmost  soul  of  the  writer,  and 
aimed  direct  at  the  ieartof  the  converts.  His 
^ears  and  prayers  accompany  every  exhorta¬ 


tion.  There  is  as  little  as  possible  of  man 
and  outward  matters^  to  make  room  for  the 
grandeur  of  Christ  and  the  work  of  his  Spirit 
in  us  and  by  us.  As  a  “nurse  cherisheth 
her  own  children,  so  was  he  gentle  among 
them,  willing  to  impart  unto  them,  not  the 
Gospel  of  God  only,  but  also  his  own  soul, 
because  they  were  dear  unto  him.” 

Further,  diligent  study  in  the  closet  must 
be  employed  in  our  preparation  for  public 
duty,  if  we  would  resemble  St.  Paul.  The  | 
address  and  w'isdom,  the  fortitude  and  tender¬ 
ness,  the  choice  of  topics  and  proportion  of 
different  truths  which  he  had  by  inspiration, 
we  must  acquire  by  study  of  the  Scriptures, 
meditation,  prayer,  a  deep  acquaintance  with 
our  ow’n  hearts,  a  consideration  of  all  the 
classes  of  persons  we  have  to  instruct,  and  an 
imitation  of  the  prophets  of  old  and  of  our 
Lord  in  the  New  Testament.  We  must  not 
“  offer  to  God  that  which  costs  us  nothing.” 
We  must  “  rightly  divide  the  word  of  truth.” 
We  must,  as  a  prudent  “  householder,  bring 
out  of  our  treasury  things  new  and  old.*’ 
We  must  let  “  the  word  of  Christ  dwell  in  us 
richly  in  all  wisdom.” 

Further,  a  wise  regard  should  be  paid  to 
the  circumstances  of  our  congregation,  and 
the  prevalence  of  any  species  of  error 
amongst  them.  This  was  St.  Paul’s  practice. 
Every  verse  of  his  Epistle  had  a  reference  to 
the  false  teachers  creeping  in  amongst  the 
Colossians,  and  beguiling  their  souls.  Thus 
cautions  must  be  wisely  given  by  us  also,  and 
worked  into  our  ordinary  doctrines,  from  time 
to  time,  without  too  much  detail.  And  whilst 
we  correct  one  class  of  errors,  we  must  take 
care  not  to  run  into  those  of  an  opposite  ex¬ 
treme.  St.  Paul,  in  the  midst  of  his  fervent 
argument,  unites  “  order  with  steadfastness  in 
the  faith  of  Christ;”  and  after  having  point¬ 
edly  condemned  angel- worship  and  vain 
superstition,  he  returns  to  the  main  and  prac¬ 
tical  characteristics  of  Christianity  ;  for  cau¬ 
tions  and  warnings  will  not  of  themselves  feed 
the  soul ;  they  must  be  united  with  direct 
evangelical  instruction. 

Once  more,  love  must  be  the  prominent 
feature  apparent  in  our  ministry ;  “  love  to  all 
the  saints  in  Christ  Jesusn”  charity  “  which 
beareth  all  things,  believeth  all  things,  hopeth 
all  things,  endureth  all  things  love  for  the 
souls  of  those  whom  we  address  ;  grief  if  we 
are  compelled  to  use  harshness  ;  freedom  from 
all  personal  ends  and  private  feelings,  and 
irritation  of  temper,  and  an  evident  desire  to 
do  good  in  the  highest  sense  and  largest 
measure  to  the  bodies  and  souls  of  those  whom 
we  address ; — benevolence  is  an  universal 
language. 

Lastly,  our  labours  and  conversation  in  the 
family  and  the  Church  must  support  and  not 
contradict  our  public  and  private  instructions. 
Our  discourses  are  not  all  our  ministry — far 
from  it.  Public  prayers  and  sacraments,  the 
habitual  deportment,  the  visits  to  the  sick  and 
wellf  the  word,  spirit,  charity,  patience,  faith, 
purity,  meekness,  of  the  minister,  must  show 
what  we  mean  by  Christianity.  St.  Paul’s 
catalogue  of  his  labors  and  toil,  and  his  meek¬ 
ness  and  patience  under  them,  may  teach  us 
what  should  be  ours.  Our  flocks  look,  not 
only  to  what  we  say,  but  to  what  we  do,  and 
interpret  the  one  by  the  other. 

Allow  me,  therefore,  to  ask  here,  again,  is 
this  model  of  St.  Paul’s  manner  of  inculcat¬ 
ing  the  Gospel  that  which  we  propose  to 
ourselves  ?  Are  we  aiming  to  be  “  wise  to  win 
souls  ?”  Do  we  cast  about  how  w'e  may  best 
present  truth,  awaken  the  conscience,  console 
the  contrite  in  spirit,  alarm  the  infidel,  detect 
the  false  professor  in  our  flocks  ?  Is  our  min¬ 
istry  our  joy,  our  honor,  our  study,  the  pas¬ 
sion  of  our  lives  ?  Do  we  aim  at  fulfiling  our 
ordination  vows,  in  the  entire  amplitude  of 
their  meaning  and  authority  ?  Is  our  ministry 
such,  that  if  St.  Paul  were  to  be  present,  he 
might  say,  That  is  what  I  intended  in  my 
Epistle  to  the  Colossian  church  ?  Does  love 
pervade  our  ministry  ;  Christ  fill  the  field  of 
vision ;  wisdom  and  address  control  our 
speech  ;  the  varied  circumstances  of  our  flock 
occupy  our  waking  and  sleeping  thoughts; 
the  errors  prevailing  round  us  excite  our  cau¬ 
tion  and  our  fear,  and  dictate  preventative 
topics  of  instructions  ?  Have  we,  above  all, 
the  first  principle  of  a  faithful  ministry  in  the 
IHe  of  God  in  our  own  souls  ?  Are  we  our¬ 
selves  seeking  for  honour,  and  glory,  and  im¬ 
mortality,  and  eternal  life  ?  An  unconverted 
minister  is  not  likely  to  be  the  means  of  con¬ 
verting  others  to  a  religion  which  he  has  never 
felt  and  does  not  understand. 

CHRIST’S  KINGDOM  NOT  OF  THIS  WORLD.

This  prophecy  last  quoted,  describes  the 
nature  of  the  Jewish  national  glory,  when 
their  king  shall  be  king  over  all  the  earth. 
“  One  king,  and  his  name  one.”  It  will  not 
consist  in  such  elements  of  superiority,  as  now 
constitute  the  glory  of  nations.  Military  and 
naval  prowess,  literary  fame,  commercial 
prosperity,  splendid  attainments  in  the  arts 
and  sciences  for  the  enjoyment  and  embellish¬ 
ment  of  social  life,  enlightened  and  liberal 
policy,  improving  revenues — in  a  word,  in¬ 
ternal  resources,  and  external  power— domes¬ 
tic  arrangements,  which  leave  all  other  nations 
far  behind  us  :  and  foreign  influence,  to  dic¬ 
tate  laws  to  the  world  ;  making  advantageous 
ti^eaties  to  the  aggrandisement  of  our  empire, 
and  the  extension  of  our  commerce  ;  or  mag¬ 
nanimously  making  disadvantageous  treaties, 
to  the  glory  of  our  generosity.  These,  and 
such  as  these,  are  now  the  themes  of  national 
triumph ;  in  these  consists  the  pre-eminence 
of  national  glory.  But  the  pre-eminence  of 
the  restored  Jewish  nation,  will  consist  in  a 
superiority  of  a  wholly  different  nature  from 
this. 

The  national  glory  of  this  dispensation  is 
inseparable  from  unrighteousness.  National 
honors  are  now  the  grand  prizes  of  successful 
ambition  ;  national  emoluments,  of  successful 
traffic.  Whether  combination  or  opposition 
be  traced  in  the  various  wheels  of  the  ma¬ 
chine,  it  is  SELF  that  supplies  the  moving 
power ;  interest  and  vanity  compose  the  main¬ 
springs.  Principle  is  outraged,  friendships 
violated,  truth  ^regarded,  consistency  scoffed 
at :  envy,  hatred,  and  malice,  are  inspired  in¬ 
to  the  rival  pretenders  to  the  prizes,  and  pride 


into  their  triumphant  possessors.  Deceit  and 
fraud,  dishonesty  and  dishonor,  are  in  the  i 
way  ;  loftiness  and  tyranny,  luxury  and  self-  ( 
indulgence,  are  at  the  end.  Tbii  is  but  too  t 
susceptible  of  proof,  if  such  proof  were  our  i 
present  object.  Indeed,  it  is  not  denied,  all  i 
disguise  is  thrown  off ;  and  the  man  who  1 
would  now  talk  of  disinterested  patriotism,  in  i 
any  other  way  than  with  a  sneer  at  the  hy¬ 
pocrisy  of  the  pretension,  would  he  considered  < 
as  fitter  for  exportation  to  Utopia,  than  for  a  i 
seat  in  our  senate-house.  i 

The  restored  Jewish  nation,  cn  the  con-  I 
trary,  shall  be,  what  our  world  has  never  yet  i 
seen,  nor  ihall  see,  till  Israel  presents  a  : 
glorious  consummation — a  RiouTEOie  n  ation!  i 
“  In  that  day,  shall  this  song  be  8un|r  in  the  ! 

land  of  Judah . Open  ye  the  gates, 

that  the  righteous  nation,  which  keepeth  the  i 
truth,  may  enter  in.”  “  Thy  people  also  thall  i 
be  all  righteous  :  they  shall  inherit  the  land  I 
for  ever,  the  branch  of  my  planting,  the  w’ork  i 
of  my  hands,  that  1  may  be  glorified.  A  liule  : 
one  shall  become  a  thousand  ;  and  a  small 
one  a  strong  nation  :  I  the  Lord  will  hasten 
it  in  his  time.  I  will  put  my  law  into  their 
inward  parts,  and  write  it  in  their  hearts  ;  and  ' 
will  be  their  God,  and  they  shall  be  my  peo-  i 
pie.  .  And  they  shall  teach  no  more  every  i 
man  his  neighbor,  saying.  Know  the  Lord  :  < 
for  they  shall  all  know  me,  from  the  least  of  i 
them  unto  the  greatest  of  them.  And  I  will 
give  them  one  heart,  and  one  way,  that  they 
may  fear  me  for  ever,  for  the  good  of  them, 
and  of  their  children  after  them :  I  will  not 
turn  away  from  them  to  do  them  good,  but  I 
will  put  my  fear  in  their  hearts,  that  they 
shall  not  depart  from  me.  Then  will  I 
sprinkle  clean  water  upon  you,  and  ye  shall 
be  clean ;  from  all  your  filthiness,  and  from 
all  your  idols  will  I  cleanse  you  ;  a  new  heart 

also  will  I  give  you, . and  I  will 

put  my  Spirit  within  you,  and  cause  you  to 
walk  in  my  statutes,  and  ye  shall  keep  my 

judgments,  and  do  them . 1  will 

also  save  you  from  all  your  uncleannesses.  . 

.  .  .  The  remnant  of  Israel  shall  not  do  in¬ 
iquity,  nor  speak  lies,  neither  shall  a  deceitful 

tongue  be  found  in  their  mouth . In 

that  day  there  shall  be  upon  the  bells  of  the 
horses  holiness  unto  the  Loro.” 

Again,  the  national  glory  of  this  dispensa¬ 
tion  is  inseparably  connected  with  war,  and 
the  wretchedness  and  misery  consequent 
thereupon.  It  opens  various  pretexts  for 
aggression  to  ambitious  monarchs  :  it  supplies 
various  themes  for  irritating  eloquence  to  rival 
statesmen.  Q,uarrels  of  pride  ensue.  Mon¬ 
archs  and  statesmen  do  not  fight  alone,  but 
drag  in  their  train  the  thousand  kindling 
spirits  of  their  subjects,  ardent  to  redress  the 
nation’s  wrongs,  to  vindicate  the  nation’s  glory. 
Hence  ilie  voKc  uf  mOVEVMEVE^  in  ‘heir  lands, 
the  widow’s  tear,  the  orphan’s  cry  !  deJirant 
reges,  plectuntur  Jlchivi. 

The  restored  Jewish  nation,  on  the  con¬ 
trary,  shall  be  a  peaceful  nation  ;  and,  under 
their  dominion,  there  shall  be  universal  and 
permanent  peace  in  all  the  earth.  “  Look 
upon  Zion,  the  city  of  our  solemnities  ;  thine 
eyes  shall  see  Jerusalem  a  quiet  habitation,  a 
tabernacle  that  shall  not  be  taken  down  ;  not 
one  of  the  stakes  thereof  shall  ever  be  re¬ 
moved,  neither  shall  any  of  the  cords  thereof 
be  broken  :  but  there  the  glorious  Lord  will 
be  unto  us  a  place  of  broad  rivers  and  streams, 
wherein  shall  go  no  galley  with  oars,  neither 
shall  gallant  ship  pass  thereby.  For  the  Lord 
is  our  Judge,  the  Lord  is  our  Lawgiver,  the 
Lord  is  our  King;  he  will  save  us.  .  ...... 

In  his  days  shall  the  righteous  flourish,  and 
abundance  of  peace  so  long  as  the  moon  en¬ 
dureth . And  he  shall  judge  among 

many  people,  and  rebuke  strong  nations  afar 
off ;  and  they  shall  beat  their  swords  into 
ploughshares,  and  their  spears  into  pruning- 
hooks  :  nation  shall  not  lift  up  a  sword  against 
nation,  neither  shall  they  learn  war  any  more. 
But  they  shall  sit,  every  man  under  his 
vine,  and  under  his  fig  tree,  and  none  shall 
make  them  afraid  ;  for  the  mouth  of  the  Lord 
of  hosts  hath  spoken  it.  In  that  day,  saith 
the  Lord,  will  1  assemble  her  that  halteth,  and 
I  will  gather  her  that  is  driven  out,  and  her 
that  I  have  afflicted  ;  and  I  will  make  her 
that  halted  a  remnant,  and  her  that  was 
cast  far  off  a  strong  nation  ;  and  the  Lord 
shall  reign  over  them  in  Mount  Zion,  from 
henceforth  even  forever.  And  thou,  O  tower 
of  the  flock,  the  stronghold  of  the  daughter 
of  Zion,  unto  thee  shall  it  come,  even  the 
first  dominion  ;  the  kingdom  shall  come  to  the 
daughter  of  Jerusalem.”  The  child  that  was 
born  unto  us  of  the  seed  of  Abraham  ;  the 
Son  that  was  given  unto  us  of  a  virgin  of  the 
house  and  lineage  of  David  ;  the  Saviour,  on 
whose  unseen  arm  a  chosen  people  have  been 
long  leaning  for  support,  in  the  midst  of  temp¬ 
tation,  and  persecution,  and  scorn,  shall  then 
have  the  visible  government  of  the  world  upon 
his  shoulder,  and  be  manifested  as  the  Prince 
of  Peace.  “  Of  the  increase  of  his  govern¬ 
ment  and  peace  there  shall  be  nO:.end,  upon 
the  throne  of  David,  and  upon  his  kingdom, 
to  order  it  and  to  establish  it,  with  judgment 
and  with 'justice,  from  henceforth  even  for 
ever.  The  zeal  of  the  Lord  of  Hosts  will 
perform  this.” 

Once  more.  The  national  glory  of  this 
dispensation  may  consist  with  infidelity.  A 
man  who  is  an  infidel  may  be  a  glorious  king  ; 
a  glorious  general  or  admiral:  a  glorious 
statesman,  poet,  artist,  or  philosopher.  Men 
of  any  ereed,or  of  no  creed,  are  alike  eligible 
to  national  honor  and  glory.  Of  such  a 
nature  is  this  glory,  that  its  richest  laurels  may 
entwine  a  brow  within  which  the  fear,  or 
even  the  existence  of  a  God  has  ceased  to 
call  up  a  single  serious  reflection ;  its  bright¬ 
est  trophies,  its  stars  of  pride,  may  adorn  a 
bosom  which  has  never  heaved  under  the 
pressure  of  conscious  sin,  or  felt  an  emotion 
of  love  towards  him  who  gave  his  life  to  save 
the  sinner. 

The  restored  Jewish  nation,  on  the  con¬ 
trary,  shall  be  a  nation  of  true  worshippers  of 
the  one  only  living  and  true  God — Jehovah 
in  Trinity — the  God  of  Abraham,  of  Isaac, 
and  of  Israel.  Infidelity  will  be  impossible. 
“  They  shall  all  know  me,  saith  the  Lord, 
from  the  least  of  them  unto  the  greatest  of 
them.  Neither  shall  they  defile  themselves 
any  more  with  their  idols,  nor  with  their  de¬ 
testable  things,  nor  with  any  of  their  trans¬ 


gressions.  I  will  place  them,  and  multiply 
them,  and  will  set  my  sanctuary  in  the  midst 
of  them  for  evermore.  My  tabernacle,  also, 
shall  be  with  them  ;  yea,  I  will  be  their  God, 
and  they  shall  be  ray  people.  And  the  hea¬ 
then  shall  know  that  I,  the  Lord,  do  sanctify 
Israel,  when  my  sanctuary  shall  be  in  the 
midst  of  them  for  evermore.” 

Thus  it  appears,  that  the  glory,  the  king¬ 
dom,  the  pre-eminence  of  the  restored  Jewish 
nation,  shall  consist  in  their  neame.ss  to  God, 
and  his  nearness  to  them.  His  sanctuary  in 
the  midst  of  them,  will  cause  all  the  nations 
of  the  earth  to  do  them  honor;  and  their  holy 
superiority  shall  be  exercised  in  perfect  na¬ 
tional  and  individual  righteousness,  in  univer¬ 
sal  and  uninterrupted  peace. 

But  how  can  these  things  be !  How  can 
righteousness,  and  peace,  and  true  devotion 
supersede,  among  the  nations,  the  high  and 
lofty  splendor,  the  pride  and  glory  of  military 
and  naval  superiority  ?  The  answer  is,  the 
sceptre  of  Messiah’s  kingdom  in  the  earth 
will  be  a  sceptre  of  righteousness.  His  peo¬ 
ple’s  prayer  shall  be  heard  and  answered — 
Thy  WILL  be  done  in  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven  ! 
“The  lofty  looks  of  man  shall  be  humbled, 
and  the  haughtiness  of  man  shall  be  bowed 
down,  and  the  Lord  alone  shall  be  exalted  in 
that  day :  for  when  his  judgments  are  in  the 
earth,  the  inhabitants  of  the  world  will  learn 
righteousness.” 

Great  will  be  the  change,  when  God  shall 
make  clear  to  man’s  eyes  and  ears  what  are 
now  only  matters  of  faith;  when  the  disre¬ 
garded  sanctions  of  the  divine  law  shall  be  ex¬ 
hibited  with  power ;  “  so  that  a  man  shall 
say,  verily  there  is  a  reward  for  the  righteous; 
verily  there  is  a  God  that  judgeth  in  the 
earth.”  The  judgments  of  men  will  be  recti¬ 
fied.  That  which  has  been  disjointed  by  sin, 
will  be  re-set.  The  fear  of  the  Lord  will  be 
seen  and  known  to  be  wisdom  ;  and  a  nation 
pre-eminent  in  rigIiti?on«nps«.  and  in  fawor 
with  God,  will  be  acknowledged  the  most 
glorious  of  the  nations. — Lectures  on  the 
Jews.

AN  ISRAELITE  INDEED.

From  a  Tribute  to  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Syme. 

From  this  discussion,  we  leayn  in  what 
true  religion  consists.  It  does  not  consist  in 
being  born  in  a  Christian  land,  though  this  is 
a  great  blessing,  for  which  we  should  be  de¬ 
voutly  thankful.  It  does  not  consist  in  being 
a  partaker  of  the  Holy  Sacraments,  though 
taese  are  great  privileges,  and  most  efficacious 
means  of  grace  to  the  faithful  recipient.  It 
does  not  consist  in  making  boastful  professions 
of  faith,  saying,  with  Pharisaic  self-compla¬ 
cency,  “  I  am  holier  than  thou.”  We  must 
“  add  to  our  faith,  virtue  ;  and  to  virtue, 
knowledge  ;  and  to  knowledge,  temperance  ; 
and  to  temperance,  patience ;  and  to  patience, 
brotherly  kindness;  anJ  to  brotherly  kind¬ 
ness,  charity.”  These  are  marks  by  which 
a  Christian  may  as  certainly  be  known  as  a 
tree  is  discerned  by  its  fruit.  But  if  any  per¬ 
sons  suppose  that  these  fruits  are  indigenous 
.  in  the  human  heart,  or  can  be  made  to  grow 
there  by  mere  human  culture,  it  would  be  a 
great  mistake.  Doubtless  there  are  some 
,  persons  in  whom  the  elements  are  so  kindly 
mixed,  that  they  possess  some  of  these  dis- 
,  positions  in  a  large  measure.  They  are 
I  honest,  amiable,  temperate,  truthful,  and  to  a 
certain  extent,  charitabj^.  These  dispositions 
often  lead  them  to  do  many  good  deeds^  which 
^  sometimes  put  to  shame  those  who  call  them- 
^  selves  Christians — but  the  characters  of  such 
,  persons  are  one-sided  ;  they  lack  some  points, 
which  are  necessary  to  the  true  proportions 
of  Christian  character,  which,  however  weak 
some  of  its  graces  may  be,  is  always  symme¬ 
trical.  These  good  deeds  of  worldly  men, 

.  are  not  pleasant  and  acceptable  to  God,  be- 
I  cause  they  are  done  without  a  thought  of 
Him.  They  proceed  either  from  natural  dis¬ 
positions,  and,  in  that  case,  have  their  reward 
ia  the  reflex  gratification  they  afford  ;  or  they 
are  done  to  be  seen  of  man,  and,  in  that  case, 

’  they  have  their  reward.  I  would,  by  no 
'  means,  speak  disparagingly  of  the  good  deeds 
'  of  those  who  are  not  Christians.  They  are 
honorable;  they  are  highly  conservative  in 
I  their  influence  upon  the  political,  social,  and 
domestic  state  ;  they  do  much  to  uphold,  and 
beautify,  and  bless  those  institutions.  Those 
who  do  them  deserve  and  receive  our  esteem 
and  applause,  and  this  is  their  reward. 

J  As  water  cannot  rise  above  its  own  level, 
neither  can  good  works  have  a  higher  reward 
'  than  the  motives  from  which  they  spring.  The 
'  only  works  which  are  good  in  such  a  sense, 
as  to  be  pleasant  and  acceptable  to  God,  are 

•  those  which  are  the  effect  of  the  foregoing  and 
f  co-working  grace  of  Gmd;  these,  though  they 
1  cannot  put  away  our  sins,  nor  endure  the  se- 
»  verity  of  God’s  judgment,  yet  are  pleasant  to, 

•  and  will  be  graciously  rewarded  by  Him,  and 
»  they  are  the  marks  by  which  a  Christian  is 
^  known  as  certainly  as  a  tree  is  discerned  by 
5  its  fruit. 

'  My  hearers  have  anticipated  me  in  the  con- 
'  elusion  to  which  ray  remarks  have  tended. 


These  reflections  have  seemed  to  me  appro¬ 
priate  to  the  occasion,  and  I  am  confident  that 
when  I  announced  the  text,  yon  all  fek  the 
beauty  of  its  application  to  our  venerable 
friend,  whose  remains  lie  shrouded  before  us. 

He  was  an  Israelite  indeed — an  honest 
man — a  sincere  Christian.  He  had  none  of 
the  cant  of  the  Pharisee,  which  saith  I  am 
holier  than  thou.  He  was  humble  as  a  little 
child — “  in  lowliness  of  mind  esteeming  others 
better  than  himself.”  He  was  no  hvpocrite  : 
of  him  it  might  be  said  as  truly  as  of  any  man 
I  ever  saw,  in  him  is  no  guile.  It  does  not  say 
he  was  without  guilt.  He  had,  doubtless, 
many  of  those  infirmities  which  are  incident 
to  the  best  specimens  of  regenerated  humani¬ 
ty.  I  am  too  thoroughgoing  a  believer  in  the 
doctrine  of  human  depravity,  to  put  in  the 
plea  of  not  guilty  for  any  man.  I  know  of  no 
other  way  of  salvation  than  that  which  is  re¬ 
vealed  in  the  Gospel  by  grace  through  faith. 
And  I  have  no  confidence  in  any  profession 
of  faith  which  does  not  “  work  by  love  and 
purify  tl^  heart,”  and  it  is  just  because  I  be¬ 
lieve  our  venerable  friend  answered  these  con¬ 
ditions,  that  I  am  encouraged  to  hope  that  he 
has  reaped  the  blessing  promised  to  the  man 
“  to  whom  the  Lord  imputeth  no  sin,  and  in 
whose  spirit  there  is  no  guile.” 

HOW  CHRIST  LEARNED  OBEDIENCE.

“  Thougii  he  were  a  son,  yet  learned  be  obedience 
by  the  thingB  which  he  suffered.” — Hebrews  v.  8. 

Such  is  the  declaration  of  a  sacred  writer 
respecting  him  “  who  is  made  a  high  priest  for¬ 
ever,  after  the  order  of  Melchisedec.”  Yet 
we  are  assured  by  other  parts  of  the  Scrip¬ 
tures,  that  he  w'as  “  holy,  harmless,  undefiled, 
separate  from  sinners,”  and  finally,  that  in 
connection  with  all  this,  he  was  “  made  higher 
than  the  heavens.”  Not  only  so,  but  various 
declarations  of  the  inspired  writers  abundant¬ 
ly  shuw,  ihat  Christ  had  a  perfect  acquain¬ 
tance  with  all  the  will  of  God,  both  secret  and 
revealed,  and  that  he  was  always  ready,  qnd 
cheerfully  willing,  to  obey  all  the  Father’s 
commands,  whether  they  required  of  him  the 
active  duties  of  his  station,  or  the  passive 
duty  of  suffering.  In  view  of  such  facts,  so 
clearly  established,  and  so  well  known  and 
universally  acknowledged  among  Chri.stians, 
does  there  not  appear,  at  first  sight,  to  be  some¬ 
thing  obscure,  or  difficult  of  interpretation,  in 
the  text  which  I  have  selected  as  a  theme  for 
the  present  occasion  ? 

The  plain  and  obvious  meaningof  itseems  to 
be,  that  in  some  respect  or  other  there  was  a 
necessity  that  Christ  should  be  taught,  as  to 
a  part  of  his  duly,  or  in  respect  to  the  subject 
of  filial  obedience — be  taught  or  instructed  by 
his  own  personal  sufferings.  How  could  he 
Oe  laugm,  wno  Knew  an  unngs  i  How  could 
he  need  to  be  taught  obedience,  who  was 
perfectly  sinless  and  alw'ays  obedient  T  These 
are  questions  which  spontaneously  present 
themselves  ;  and  they  seem,  at  first  view,  to 
be  at  least  somewhat  embarrassing. 

I  roust  remind  my  hearers,  tlM;n,  in  order 
to  prepare  the  way  fora  solution  of  them,  that 
Christ,  who  is  truly  God,  is  really  and  truly 
man.  “God  was  manifested  in  the  flesh.’’ 
“  The  Word,  which  was  with  God,  was  God,” 
yea,  “  God  over  all  and  blessed  forever;” 
and  yet  “  he  was  made  flesh,  and  dwell 
among  us.”  Two  natures  are  therefore 
combined  in  one  person ;  not  two  persons  in 
one  nature.  The  Lord  Jesus  Christ  was 
perfectly  man,  as  well  as  perfectly  God. 
Everything  belonging  to  our  nature,  in  its 
perfect  state,  of  course  belonged  to  him. 
Everything,  then,  that  can  be  predicated  of 
such  a  human  nature,  entirely  apart  from  sin, 
may  therefore  be  -predicated  of  him.  Ac¬ 
cordingly,  the  evangelist  not  only  says  of  him, 
that  “the  child  ([Jesus^  giew,  and  waxed 
strong  in  spirit”  (Luke  i.  80,)  but  that  “  he 
increased  in  toisdom,  and  stature,  and  in  fa¬ 
vor  with  God  and  man.”  Here,  most  plain¬ 
ly,  such  a  growth  of  body,  of  mind,  and  of 
wisdom  or  knowledge,  as  is  appropriate  to 
our  nature,  is  ascribed  to  Christ  without  the 
least  hesitation  or  abatement.  Even  the 
gradual  increase  of  favor  with  God  and  man, 
is  explicitly  asserted.  Sp  far  as  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  men  could  be  exercised  in  respect  to 
a  gradual  increase  of  intelligence  and  wisdom, 
there  is  nothing  specially  difficult  in  the  case  ; 
but  the  increase  of  acceplableness  or  favor 
with  God,  is  as  plainly  asserted,  as  that  with 
men. 

Now  we  can  rationally  understand  all  this, 
of  his  human  nature  only.  Nor  is  there  any¬ 
thing  strange  in  such  a  method  of  interpreta¬ 
tion.  We  say,  with  equal  truth,  that  “  Abra¬ 
ham  is  dead,”  and  that  “  Abraham  is  alive  ;” 
the  first  assertion  we  apply  to  his  body,  the 
second  to  his  soul.  We  may  say  then,  with 
equal  propriety,  that  Christ  knew  all  things, 
and  that  his  wisdom  and  knowledge  were 
gradually  increased  and  developed.  The 
first  is  true  of  his  Godhead  ;  the  second  of  his 
human  nature.  If  there  was  not  a  gradual  in¬ 
crease  of  wisdom  and  knowledge  in  his  human 
nature,  then  that  nature  was  not  truly  and 
properly  human  ;  for  this  is  an  unfailing  and 
necessary  attribute  of  proper  humanity.  On 
the  like  ground  we  find  the  Saviour  is  repre¬ 
sented  as  being  exposed  to  all  the  wants  and 
woes  of  our  nature.  He  hungered,  thirsted, 
was  wearied  ;  was  joyful,  and  sad  ;  he  sym¬ 
pathized  with  human  sufferings,  he  wept;  he 
groaned,  he  prayed,  and  this  even  with  agony  ; 
he  bowed  his  head  upon  the  cross,  and  gave 
up  his  human  soul  to  God.  If  all  this  does 
not  belong  to  man — and  merely  to  a  nature 
that  is  human — then  we  can  never  say  what 
does  belong  to  a  human  nature. 

All  this  being  true,  there  might  be,  then, 
or  rather  there  was,^  progressive  knowledge 
of  obedience.  So  lar  as  this  knowledge  ex¬ 
tended  at  any  period  of  the  Saviour’s  life,  it 
was  always  responded  to  on  his  part,  by  a 
perfectly  filial  and  obedient  spirit.  But 
surely  it  is  no  more  strange,  that  a  perfect 
knowledge  of  obedience  should  be  gradually 
attained,  than  it  is  to  bear  an  evangelist  re¬ 
porting  the  declaration  of  Jesus,  that  not  only 
the  angels  in  heaven  knew  not  the  specific 
period  when  the  Jewish  commonwealth  would 
be  destroyed,  but  that  even  the  Son  himself 
knew  it  not,  Mark  xiii.  32.  As  God,  this 

(want  of  knowledge  in  him  cannot  be  deemed 
possible  ;  but  as  man,  it  is  not  only  conceiva¬ 


ble  that  the  knowledge  of  Christ  was  gradu¬ 
ally  obtained,  but  this  was  even  an  indispen¬ 
sable  condition  of  a  nature  truly  human. 

One  more  remark  1  must  make,  before  I 
quit  this  part  of  ray  explanation.  We  must 
not  suppose,  that  there  was  ever,  for  a  mo¬ 
ment,  any  deficiency  of  inclination  to  obey, 
in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  He  knew  no  sin. 
So  far  as  duly  was  known,  it  was  ever  and 
cheerfully  complied  with.  But  the  develop^ 
ment  of  the  entire  matter  or  principle  of  obe¬ 
dience,  in  the  soul  of  the  Redeemer,  was  a 
gradual  one  ;  and  in  onler  that  it  should  be 
complete  or  perfect,  a  trial  by  actual  suffering 
was  needed.  Our  context  assures  us  of  the 
manner  in  which  the  Lord  Jesus  learned 
obedience  :  “  Who  in  the  days  of  his  flesh, 
having  offered  up  prayers  and  supplications, 
with  strong  crying  and  tears,  to  him  who  was 
able  to  save  him  from  death,  and  being  heard 
on  account  of  his  devotion,  although  a  Son, 
he  learned  obedience  by  the  things  which  he 
suffered.”  Unquestionably  it  is  a  practical, 
rather  than  a  theoretical  learning,  to  which 
the  sacred  writer  here  adverts.  There  was 
something,  then,  to  be  learned  in  respect  to 
obedience,  which  nothing  but  circumstances 
of  actual  trial  and  suffering  could  thoroughly 
communicate  to  him,  who  was  truly  human, 
as  well  as  divine. 

1  proceed,  then,  still  further  to  explain  the 
point  which  I  have  just  suggested,  viz  :  that 
Chriid  not  only  learned  obedience,  but  he 
learned  it  by  suffering.  Obedience,  in  the 
ordinary  sense  of  the  word,  wo  are  prone  to 
refer  principally,  if  not  entirely,  to  those  com¬ 
mands  which  require  active  and  positive 
duties.  Vet,  in  the  view  of  the  w’riter  of  the 
epistle  to  the  Hebrews,  there  is  another  and  a 
most  important  branch  of  obedience,  which 
belonged  to  that  great  High  Driest,  who  was 
to  be  fitted  in  all  points  to  compassionate  us, 
land  to  sympathize  with  us.  It  is  the  will  of 
an  all-wise  Providence,  that  all  intelligent 
beings  should  be  pul  on  probation  or  trial. 
But  trial,  without  exposure  to  the  assault  of 
evil  or  suffering  in  some  form  or  other,  is  an 
empty  name — a  mere  impossibility.  It  was 
the  lot  of  man  in  paradise ;  it  has  been  the 
lot  of  angels.  The  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  there¬ 
fore,  as  posse.ssing  a  human  nature,  could  not 
be  exempted  from  it.  lie  endured  it,  when 
Satan  tempted  him,  as  he  did  our  first  parents 
in  the  garden  of  Eden.  He  suffered  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  the  assaults  and  craftiness  and 
malignity  of  his  adversaries  who  sought  to 
destroy  him.  He  endured  it  in  the  wants  and 
woes  of  a  human  body.  In  a  word,  “  he 
was  tempted,  i.  e.  tried,  in  all  points  as  we 
are,  although  without  sin.” 

There  was  then  something  to  be  learned  by 
him,  in  order  to  perfect  him  as  our  compas¬ 
sionate  and  sympathizing  Saviour,  by  the 
endurance  of  suffering.  There  was  one  point 
of  obedience  w’hich  could  not  be  possibly 
learned,  in  a  true  practical  sense,  w’ithout  ac¬ 
tual  experience  of  suffering.  It  was  that  of 
submission — unreserved,  ready,  cheerful  sub¬ 
mission  to  the  will  of  God,  in  the  midst  of 
annoyances  and  distress.  It  was  impossible 
fully  to  learn  this,  in  any  other  way  than  that 
of  experience.  Other  knowledge  must  be 
only  of  a  theoretical  or  speculative  nature. 
But  this  last  kind  of  knowledge  was  not  ade¬ 
quate  to  the  occasion.  It  could  not  call  forth 
the  deep  sympathies  of  the  Saviour’s  soul, 
nor’eause  compassion  to  flow  from  it  in  most 
copious  streams,  like  water  from  an  ever  liv¬ 
ing  and  overflowing  spring.  Ho  must  needs 
actually  and  practically  know  what  we  know, 
in  respect  to  trial  and  suffering.*’  He  must, 
by  his  own  experience,  become  acquainted 
with  all  the  difficulties  that  lie  in  the  way  of 
unreserved  and  cheerful  submission,  under 
circumstances  of  agonizing  trial.  Not  even 
gloom  or  despondency  of  mind  and  over¬ 
whelming  dread  of  evils  to  come,  could  be 
exempted  from  his  trials.  Witness  his  agony 
in  the  garden  of  Gethsemane,  where  his  soul 
was  sorrowful  even  unto  death,  and  his  bodily 
frame  so  convulsed  as  to  force  from  it  a  sweat 
like  to  great  drops  of  blood  falling  to  the 
ground.  Witness  the  thrice  repeated  agoniz¬ 
ing  prayer  for  deliverance  from  what  was 
before  him  ;  witness  that  heart-rending  com¬ 
plaint  on  the  cross :  “  My  God  !  why  hast 
thou  forsaken  me  ?”  And  with  all  this,  fail 
not  to  notice  the  obedience  which  was  learn¬ 
ed  aj|fl  practically  exhibited  :  “  Father,  not 
my  will,  but  thine  be  done.” 

Such  was  the  consummation  o&  the  lesson 
which  Christ  learned  by  suffering.  But  it  is 
not  merely  to  Gethsemane  and  to  the  cross, 
that  we  are  to  look  for  evidences  of  his  suffer¬ 
ings.  They  extended  over  his  whole  public 
life ;  and  by  all  of  them  was  the  great  Cap¬ 
tain  of  our  salvation  made  more  and  more 
perfect  in  his  practical  knowledge  of  obe¬ 
dience. — Funeral  Sermon  of  Airs.  Dr. 
Woods.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Alexander,  of  the  Duane 
street  Church,  recently  delivered  a  very  im¬ 
pressive  discourse  in  the  Hammond  street 
Church  from  the  Saviour’s  words: 

“  Him  that  comeih  unto  me  I  will  in  no 
wise  cast  out.” 

He  remarked,  that  to  any  who  had  serious 
thoughts  of  attending  to  the  high  claims  of  re¬ 
ligion,  no  words  could  possibly  be  more  grate¬ 
ful  than  these.  The  great  importance  of  the 
first  steps,  in  any  course  involving  man’s 
highest  interest,  was  universally  acknow¬ 
ledged. 

The  first  step  in  a  religious  course,  he  said, 
was  not  mere  reform  ;  nor  was  it  an  involun¬ 
tary  or  miraculous  spiritual  change,  in  which 
the  individual  had  no  action.  Nor  was  the 
only  time  to  take  this  first  step  a  time  of  gene¬ 
ral  religious  interest.  The  first  duty  of  the 
sinner — the  first  step  in  a  religious  course — 
was  to  come  to  Christ ;  and  it  was  his  great 
errand  this  evening,  as  an  ambassador  of 
Christ,  to  invite  all  to  come  to  Him  and  to 
point  out  the  way. 

The  Gospel  savs  to  every  soul,  come  to 
Jesus  Christ.  The  Saviour  again  and  again, 
expressly  invites  all  to  come  to  him,  with  the 
assurance  of  a  welcome  reception  of  a  free 
pardon  and  a  title  to  eternal  life.  He  says, 
“  Ye  will  not  come  to  me  that  ye  might  have 
life,’’ _ plainly  shewing,  that  this  unwilling- 
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ye  can  do  nothing'^  i  preached  in  Grace  Church  in  this  city.

.annual  VEETING  of  the  IRISH  SOCIETY'  AT 
the  rotunda,  DUBLIN.  ^ 

yearly  meeting  oo  the  17th 
1  chair  was  taken  by  the  Bishop  of 

CaMel,  at  twelve  o’clock.  On  the  platform  were 
a  large  number  of  beueficed  clergy,  and  distin¬ 
guish^  laymen.  There  were  also  about  twenty- 
four  of  the  society’s  teachers. 

The  Rev.  J.  Vv.  Hackett  opened  the  business 
with  prayer,  and  then  read  the  report,  in  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  the  secretary,  H.  Monck  -Mason,  L.  E  D., 
who  was  prevented  from  being  present  by  indis¬ 
position. 

The  meeting  was  addressed  by  the  chairman, 
and  by  the  Hon.  Somerset  Maxwell,  Dean 
Maude,  Archdeacon  Irwin,  Rev.  Thomas  Mo- 
riarty,  Rev.  Robert  Blundell,  Rev.  Daniel 
Foley,  Rev.  Robert  Winning,  and  the  Rev.  John 
Gr^g.  * 

The  deepest  interest  appeared  to  pervade  the 
meeting  on  behalf  of  this  truly  excellent  institu¬ 
tion,  whose  exertions  are  every  day  more  and 
more  favored  with  success.  The  society  is  pledged 
to  carry  on  and  complete  an  important  and  na¬ 
tional  work.  It  must  go  forward ;  the  Irish  people 
invite  them — call  on  them  to  proceed,  and  they 
cannot  refuse ;  yet  has  it  received  during  the  last 
year  £1,060  less  of  average  income  than  during 
the  preceding  one  that  closed  with  the  17th  of 
March,  1^. 

The  awful  state  of  persecution  to  which  the 
Irish  converts  are  subjected,  for  conscience  sake, 
formed  a  principal  feature  in  the  correspondence 
and  reports  of  the  society’s  agents.  It  is  greater 
than  ever,  an4  increasing  every  day.  This  is  a 
subject  that  calls  for  the  serious  attention  of  the 
public  in  every  point  of  view.  The  progress  of 
Scriptural  instruction,  however,  is  far  from  being 
entirely  impeded  by  it ;  and  even  in  November 
last,  it  appears  from  the  report,  that  178  of  the 
Irish  teachers  of  Kingseourt,  in  presenting  an  ad¬ 
dress  to  the  secretary  of  the  society,  express  them¬ 
selves  thus: 

“  We  now  know,  on  authority  incontrovertible, 
that  Ireland  was  connected  with  the  ancient 
Catholic  Church  long  before  her  subjection  to 
Rome  ;  we  are  now  convinced  that  Romanism  is 
a  heresy  and  a  novelty,  and  that  by  our  secession 
from  the  Roman,  and  adhesion  to  the  Irish  Catho¬ 
lic  Church,  we  have  merely  thrown  off  the  un- 
scriptural  excrescence  of  the  Trent  modern  coun¬ 
cil,  and  returned  to  the  pure,  ancient,  and  Scrip¬ 
tural  Church  of  our  fathers.” 

The  gentry  of  Ireland  will  not  surely  permit 
such  an  institution  as  this  is  to  perish,  or  even  in 
the  least  to  relax  its  efforts,  from  want  of  needful 
supply.  The  committee  have  expressed  their  de¬ 
termination  to  press  onward,  in  full  faith  that 
they  shall  not  be  disappointed  of  that  aid  from 
man,  when  they  have  been  so  highly  favoreil  by 
assistance  from  on  high.

BauuESTs  TO  Benevolent  Objects. — Last  week  we 
mentioned  the  death  of  David  Tichenor,  Esq.,  a 
vencrabk  citizen  of  Newark,  N.  J.  The  Advertiser 
furnishea  the  following  abstract  of  his  will,  from  his 
Executor,  David  A.  Hayes,  Ekq.,  which  expresses 
better  than  words  the  prevailing  spirit  of  the  man 
through  life. 


Died,  in  Portsmouth,  Va.,  on  Saturday,  May  tlic 
9tb,  after  an  illness  of  six  hours,  during  the  greater 
part  of  which  he  was  deprived  of  all  apparent  sensa¬ 
tion,  Dr.  Robert  Bruce  Butt,  in  the  59th  year  of 
his  age. 

When  we  reflect  that  our  departed  friend  and  bro¬ 
ther  was  in  the  enjoyment  of  health,  and  mingling  in 
our  midst  but  an  hoar  or  less  before  the  hand  of  death 
was  laid  upon  him,  it  becomes  a  difflcult  thing  to 
tlie  mind  to  realize  that  he,  indeed,  is  now  lying  with- 
in  the  cold  chamber  of  the  toaib!  But  however 
difflcult  of  realization,  such  is  the  aokinn  fact,  and 
we  behold  a  devoted  wife  and  six  young  children,  to* 
getber  with  the  whole  community,  in  which  he  had 
lived  for  more  than  thirty  years  of  his  professional 
life,  mourning  his  sudden,  though  we  coiilidently  trust, 
not  unprepared  for,  departure.  It  is  neither  our  pur. 
pose  to  praise  his  Christian  virtues,  nor  to  pen  an  eu- 
comium  upon  the  benevolence  of  his  manly  heart, 
for  he  is  far  above  onr  eulogy.  But,  Christian  regard 
and  sincere  friendship,  together  with  the  remembrance 
of  having  been  a  recipient  of  many  favors,  delight 
not  only  in  cherishing  inwardly  the  memory  of  tlie 
merciful  and  the  good,  but  are  loth  to  suffer  these  to 
pass  away  without  some  mention  of  their  virtues,  aa 
the  outward  manifestation  of  that  high  regard  in 
which  they  are  held.  It  ia  the  outpouring  of  friend¬ 
ship,  remembering  the  virtues  and  kindness  of  the 
friend. 

Dr.  Robert  B.  Butt  was  born  ia  the  parish  of  St. 
Brides,  Norfolk  county,  Va.,  and  was  left  an  orphan 
at  an  early  age.  Possessing  a  small  patrimony,  he 
selected  medicine  as  bis  future  profession,  and  com* 
pleted  his  studies  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
where,  if  we  remember  correctly,  he  was  a  private 
student  of  the  present  able  Dr.  and  Professor  Chap¬ 
man.  He  shortly  after  settled  in  Portsmonth,  Va., 
where  he  remained  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  As 
a  surgeon  and  practitioner  he  was  eminently  suc¬ 
cessful. 

Forbearing  in  disposition,  he  had  no  oaemy.  Kind- 
iiearted  and  ‘benevolent  to  an  extreme  degree,  his 
means,  both  professional  and  pecuniary,  were  ever  to 
be  commanded  by  all,  especially  the  necessitous.  By 
these  he  will  long  be  affectionately  remembered,  for 
to  them,  his  services  were  promptly  and  gratuitously 
rendered.  His  urbane  manners  and  cordial  bearing 
towards  all,  and  his  public  spirit  by  which  he  mani- 
:’c8ted  the  deep  interest  in  the  prosperity  of  the  com. 
munity  in  which  he  lived,  impress  his  memory  deeply 
Upon  the  hearts  of  his  fellow  citizens,  and  render  bis 
name  dear  to  all  his  acquaintance.  But  he  ia  now  no 
more  !  So  suddenly,  indeed,  has  he  been  called  away, 
that  of  him  it  may  emphatically  be  said,  tn  the  midst 
of  life  he  was  in  death.  In  the  enjoyment  of  bis 
usual  health  he  was  in  a  moment,  as  it  were,  deprived 
of  all  apparent  sensation,  and  breathed  his  last  after 
a  struggle  of  six  brief  hours.  He  was  a  Christian 
— a  member  of  the  Holy  Church — having  for  the  last 
time  publicly  manifested  his  reliance  upon  the  One 
Great  Sacrifice  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  at  the  altar 
of  bis  Parish  Church,  of  which  he  was  an  influential 
and  the  oldest  vestryman,  on  the  Sunday  morning  pre¬ 
vious  to  his  melancholy  death,  melancholy,  perhaps, 
only  in  its  unexpectedness.  Having  died,  as  we  confi¬ 
dently  trust  and  firmly  believe,  in  peace  with  God  and 
in  charity  with  all  mankind,  we  look  above  and  with 
fervent  humility  exclaim,  the  end  of  this  man  was 
peace.  His  hope  was  blessed :  his  confidence  was 
that  of  a  meek  and  humble  follower  of  oar  Lord 
Jesus,  always  and  ever  sensible  of  his'  own  infirmi- 
tier,  which  feature,  indeed,  was  the  prominent  cha¬ 
racteristic  «f  his  devotion.  It  may  and  shall  be  said 
of  him,  what  the  apostle  has  recorded  of  holy  One- 
siphorus,  ®®the  Lord  give  mercy  unto  lAe  house  of 
Onesiphorus, /of  he  oft  refreshed  me  ;  the  Lord  grant 
unto  him  that  he  may  find  mercy  of  the  Lord  in 
that  day  ;  and  in  bow  many  things  he  ministered  unto 
me  at  Ephesus  thou  knowest  very  well.’*  And  in 
the  language  of  the  Holy  Church,  we  pray  be  may 
have  his  perfect  consainmation  and  bliss  both  of 
body  and  soul  in  the  worlikto  come.  Amen.  H.  W.

MISSIONARY  INTELLIGENCE  FROM 
AFRICA. 

EEV.  Ma^HENINC’s  LETTER. 

From  the  Southern  Churchman. 

Mr.  Editor, — I  send  you  portions  of  a  delightful 
letter  recently  received  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hening, 
our  Missionary  in  Africa.  It  shows  us  clearly  in 
a  brief  space,  what  Africa  is,  what  is  the  nature  of 
missionary  work  there,  what  are  the  obstacles  to 
be  surmounted,  and  what  the  grounds  for  en¬ 
couragement  and  hope.  We  sincerely  thank  God 
that  Mr.  H.  has  passed  safely  through  the  process 
of  acclimation,  and  fairly  embarked  in  his  great 
and  holy  enterprise.  May  we  soon  hear  the  same 
intelligence  of  another  brother  lately  gone  from 
the  Seminary  to  the  same  field.

doctrinated  in  all  the  fundamental  truths  of  Chris¬ 
tianity.  But  this  is  not  alL  The  seed  which  has 
been  sown  in  Hith  has  been  graciously  accom¬ 
panied  by  the  influence  ot  the  Holy  Spirit  On 
Sunday,  28th  Oct,  1  had  the  satisfaction  t>f  seeing 
my  native  teacher  and  interpreter,  a  man  of  rare 
intelligence,  make  a  public  profession  of  faith  in 
Christ  in  the  holy  ordinance  of  baptism.  Five  of 
my  pepils,  one  of  them  an  adult  ere  now  candi¬ 
dates  for  baptism,  and  will  be  admitted  to  the 
Church  so  soon  as  they  shall  have  passed  through 
the  usual  probation. 

I  have  thus  given  you  some  of  the  more  import¬ 
ant  details  of  my  misssionary  operations.  To  re¬ 
cord  all  of  them  would  swell  my  letter  into  a 
volume.  Every  day  brings  with  it  its  thousand 
petty  cares  and  anxieties,  which  tend  more  than 
everything  else  to  the  wear  and  tear  of  the  con- 
stitntioD.  Upon  the  whole  I  am  not  only  content¬ 
ed,  but  happy  in  that  sphere  of  duty,  and  as  I  trust 
usefulness  to  which  ray  steps  have  been  directed. 
With  health  to  support  me,  a  beloved  wife  to  share 
my  toils,  every  want  supplied,  and  the  blessing  of 
poured  down  in  rich  abundance  upon  my  la¬ 
bors,  my  cup  of  earthly  felicity  is  full ;  I  ask  for 
no  other  ingredients.  I  have  no  wish  to  return  to 
America  until  actually  compelled  to  do  so— as  I 
am  gathering  a  little  band  of  Christians  around 
me,  their  spiritual  interests  will  require  that  I 
should  be  admitted  to  priest’s  orders.

it  excites  in  other  abodes  of  heathenism,  and  the 
scorn,  persecution  and  even  death,  which  awaits 
its  ministers.  3dly.  The  peculiar  superstitions 
of  the  natives  retain  no  hold  upon  the  reason.  It 
is  blind  fiiith  which  rests  upon  no  other  foundation 
than  the  teachings  of  their  fbrefcthers.  Let  the 
dormant  intellect  be  once  aroused  to  reflection, 
and  this  is  the  great  difficulty — and  the  system 
&lls  at  once.  4thly.  We  have  not  labored  alto¬ 
gether  in  vain.  There  are  some,  small  though 
the  number  may  be,  “  who  have  washed  their 
robes  white  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb” — witnesses 
that  the  Gospel  is  “  the  power  of  God  unto  salva¬ 
tion”  to  the  heathen,  and  that  it  is  destined  to  more 
extended  triumphs.  And  here  let  me  say  that 
large  results  cannot  and  should  not  be  expected 
at  once.  The  work  is  a  sure  one,  but  we  are 
warranted  in  the  belief  that  in  accordant 
with  the  analogy  of  God’s  Providence  it  ^  will 
nevertheless  be  a  slow  one.  L^t  not  the  friends 
of  the  cause  be  discouraged,  because  they  do  not 
behold  “  a  nation  bom  in  a  day.” 

You  requestnne  to  give  you  the  details  of  Mis¬ 
sionary  life.  This  I  will  do,  as  they  always  fur 
nish  the  most  interesting  and  satisfactory  informa¬ 
tion.  I  am  stationed  at  Taboo,  the  former  resi¬ 
dence  of  the  lamented  Minor.  My  situation  is 
delightful,  combining  as  it  does  every  element  of 
the  sublime  and  picturesque  in  natural  scenery. 
The  country  around  me  is  thinly  populated  com¬ 
pared  with  other  parts  of  the  cos^  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  less  enterprising  and  pierhaps  more  viciously 
inclined.  During  the  residence  of  Mr.  Minor 
they  had  formed  a  plan  to  plunder  a  Dutch  vessel 
then  anchored  off  Taboo  and  to  murder  all  on 
board.  To  escape  detection  and  punishment  our 
missionary  and  his  family  were  to  be  included  in 
the  massacre.  The  plot  was  discovered  and  de¬ 
feated  by  Mr.  Minor  a  few  boors  before  its  exe¬ 
cution.  I  do  not  however  apprehend  any  danger 
to  myself,  although  I  am  often  subjected  to  the 
petty  vexations  and  harassments  incident  to  Mis- 
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so  nobly  set,  be  the  means  of  speedily  turning  other 
eyes  and  hearts  and  feet  to  that  benighted  land. 

A  Friend. 

Mount  Irving,  Taboo  River, 

Nov.  10,  ISd.'j. 

I  am  now,  I  trust,  thoroughly  acclimated.'  I 
have  enjoyed  for  nearly  four  months  uninterrupted 
health,  without  the  recurrence  of  a  single  symp¬ 
tom  of  disease,  and  feel  quite  competent  to  endure 
any  labor  to  which  duty  may  call  me.  While  I 
am  writing  in  reference  to  the  influences  of  the 
climate,  I  will  state  a  curious  fiict  We  suffer 
more  from  the  severities  of  cold  than  of  heat. 
This  will  be  new  to  those  who  have  been  accus¬ 
tomed  to  associate  the  name  of  Africa  with  a 
scorching  tropical  sun,  and  arid  deserts.  This 
phenomenon  (for  such  it  will  appear)  is  effected 
by  the  entire  revolution  which  the  constitution 
undergoes  in  a  few  months.  The  thermometer 
rarely  attains  to  more  than  87  deg.,  and  when  it 
is  at  84  deg.  we  are  uncomfortably  cold. 

This  much  of  the  climate.  What  shall  1  say 
of  its  wretched  and  degraded  inhabitants  1  I  pos¬ 
sess  no  powers  of  description  which  could  convey 
to  your  mind  an  adequate  conception  of  the  hor¬ 
rors  of  heathenism.  Did  I  attempt  to  sketch  even 
one  lineament  of  the  dark  picture,  I  should  throw 
down  the  pencil  in  despair.  The  pen  of  inspira¬ 
tion  has  indeed  traced  it.  It  is  fearful ;  but  we 
do  not  feel  the  most  vivid  and  truthful  description 
until  we  are  placed  in  actual  contact  with  the 
reality.  And  oh  !  could  the  Church  as  a  body  be 
thus  placed,  could  it  by  actual  observation  survey 
the  wide  field  of  spiritual  desolation,  how  many 
would  be  the  hearts  to  respond  to  the  cry  for 
“  sympathy  and  help.”  Heathenism!  So  totally 
debased, — shall  I  not  say,  obliterated  is  the  moral 
sense,  that  no  distinction  is  recognized  even  in 
tlieory  between  virtue  and  vice.  You  can  imagine 
no  vice  the  most  loathsome,  no  appetite  the  most 
brutalizing,  no  crime  the  most  diabolical  which 
does  not  not  in  unrestrained  excess.  Here  it  is 
that  the  devil  sits  enthroned  in  undisputed  sove¬ 
reignty.  Elsewhere  he  may  maintain  his  out¬ 
posts,  and  his  “  strong  holds,”  but  here  is  the  im¬ 
pregnable  citadel  of  his  power.  In  other  lands, 
Christian  as  well  as  heathen,  he  may  and  doubt¬ 
less  does  receive  equal  homage,  but  here  it  is  that 
he  is  publicly  acknowledged  as  the  object  of  su¬ 
preme  worship.  Here  it  is  that  the  literal  altar 
is  consecrated, — the  literal  sacrifice  offered,  the 
ministering  priest  ordained,  and  the  orgies  of  the 
hellish  revelry  openly  celebrated.  He  is  propi¬ 
tiated  for  the  bestowment  of  every  good,  and  the 
removal  of  every  evil.  Nothing  is  undertaken 
without  previously  consulting  his  wiShes,  and  his 
decrees  command  the  most  implicit  obedience. 
While  I  am  writing  a  party  of  natives  from  Cape 
Lahoo,  are  passing  by  my  house  on  their  way  to  ! 
the  Grand  Oracle  of  the  Devil  at  Cavalla  river. 
These  devotees  perform  a  pilgrimage  annually  of 
150  miles,  and  carry  with  them  offerings  of  gold, 
shells,  tobacco,  &.c.  This  it  is  to  be  “  led  captive 
by  the  devil  at  his  will.”  These  mi.serable  peo¬ 
ple  have  no  idea  of  an  Almighty  Being  as  the 
Creator  and  moral  ruler  of  the  world.  While 
they  acknowledge  the  existence  of  a  God,  or  rather 
of  a  being  (Grisnah)  distinct  from  the  devil,  they 
clothe  him  with  none  of  the  divine  attributes  of 
his  nature ;  but  impress  the  image  with  all  the 
gross  and  monstrous  features  of  their  superstition. 

I  had  recently  an  awful  illustration  of  this  truth. 

I  received  a  visit  from  a  party  of  natives,  Canni¬ 
bals,  who  live  within  a  few  days  journey  of  my 
house.  They  informed  me  in  answer  to  my  in¬ 
quiries,  that  they  had  no  other  idea  of  God  than 
that  he  was  some  Mmg,  or  some  being,  who  lived 
in  a  hole  in  a  rock.  These  people  expatiated  with 
an  especial  gusto  upon  the  properties  of  human 
flesh,  declaring  it  to  be  more  savory  than  even 
that  of  the  dog. 

You  are  aware  that  the  religion  of  the  country, 
if  such  it  can  be  termed,  is  Foeteehism,  or  witch¬ 
craft,  and  marvellous  it  is  how  this  system  with 
all  its  gross  absurdities  and  contradictions  main¬ 
tains  its  ground.  It  is  a  faith  which  has  proved 
impregnable  to  every  assault  It  enters  into  every¬ 
thing,  affects  every  relation  of  life,  controls  every 
circumstance,  in  short  seems  to  be  interwoven 
with  the  whole  texture  of  the  moral  nature.  The 
language  of  the  prophet  is  as  applicable  to  this 
people  as  to  the  deluded  idolater.  ”  A  deceived 
heart  hath  turned  him  aside,  that  he  cannot  de¬ 
liver  his  soul,  nor  say  is  there  not  a  lie  in  my 
right  hand.” 

It  may  be  asked,  what  are  the  encouragements 
to  missionary  effort  in  a  moral  desert  so  cheerless  ? 
what  ray  of  light  is  there  which  can  penetrate 
this  grosser  than  Egyptian  darkness  1  We  an¬ 
swer  that  there  is  much  to  encourage  hope,  and 
to  animate  to  perseverance.  Ist.  The  work  is  the 
Lord’s.  The  command  and  the  promise  are  upon 
it,  and  who  shall  faint  under  the  burden  when  In¬ 
finite  Truth  and  Omnipotence  are  pledged  for  its 
accomplishment?  “My  name  shall  be  exalted 
among  the  heathen,”  is  the  promise  which  has 
never  failed  to  cheer  the  ballled  and  drooping 
spirit  2Jly.  There  is  -no  opposition  outwardly 
manifested  to  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel.  Though 
its  precious  seed  may  fall  upon  the  barren  rock 
it  is  still  scattered.  Here  is  gained  an  important 
vantage  ground.  Compare  such  a  reception  or 
'  rather  toleration  of  the  Gospel  with  the  hostility 


upon  the  principal  of  a  Missionary  establishment 
At  7  o’clock,  A.  M.,  my  school,  compost  of  b^ 
tween  15  and  20  scholars,  male  and  female,  is 
assembled  for  religious  worship.  My  rules  are 
rigid  and  requiring  punctual  attendance,  and  there 
is  rarely  an  absentee.  The  services  are  conducted 
in  English,  though  I  hope  ere  long  to  employ  the 
language  of  the  country.  A  hymn  from  our  Prayer- 
book  is  sung,  a  portion  of  ^ripture  read,  and  a 
prayer  offer^.  These  exercises  are  delightful. 
The  effect  upon  my  own  feelings  when  I  first  wit¬ 
nessed  them  was  almost  overpowering — I  could 
not  realize  that  I  was  in  a  heathen  land,  and  that 
those  whose  voices  were  chanting  in  rich  har¬ 
mony  our  own  loved  and  familiar  songs  of  Zion, 
were  the  rescued  victims  of  a  soul-destroying  su¬ 
perstition.  At  10  o’clock,  I  repair  to  the  school 
room.  The  first  exercise  is  the  reading  a  chapter 
from  the  New  Testament,  the  words  having  been 
previously  translated  into  Plabo  by  my  interpre¬ 
ter.  My  office  is  to  explain  whatever  is  difficult 
and  by  a  simple  lecture  to  impress  the  practical 
lesson  upon  the  heart.  The  remainder  of  the 
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or  convenience  may  require.  Until  12  o’clock,  I 
am  generally  occupied  in  attending  to  domestic 
matters.  These  occupy  much  time,  and  are  at¬ 
tended  with  much  care  and  drudgery.  Nothing 
goes  on  right  without  my  personal  supervision. 
A  Missionary  from  the  necessity  of  the  case  must 
be  a  master  of  all' work.  There  is  scarcely  a 
mechanic  art  upon  which  I  have  not  been  compell¬ 
ed  to  essay  my  undisciplined  talent.  But  if  the 
labor  be  great  it  is  compensated  by  beneficial  re¬ 
sults.  It  is  a  step  towards  the  elevation  of  those 
who  are  around  us.  The  hour  of  12  is  one  of 
rest  It  has  its  own  hallowed  duties  of  reading, 
meditation  and  prayer.  The  afternoons  are  de¬ 
voted  to  Missionary  work  among  the  natives.  I 
am  enabled  to  preach,  though  at  present  irregu¬ 
larly  in  four  towns,  the  most  remote  of  which  is 
six  miles,  and  two  of  them  within  a  few  rods  of 
my  door.  A  rude  shelter  of  thatch  erected  upon 
four  poles,  protects  me  from  the  rays  of  the  sun, 
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are  performed  in  a  native  hut,  dark,  smoky,  and 
in  every  respect  uncomfortable.  The  appearance 
of  my  congregation,  as  you  may  imagine,  is  al¬ 
together  unique  and  grotesque.  There  are  men 
and  women  to  be  seen  with  no  other  than  a  nar¬ 
row  slip  of  cloth  around  the  loins.  The  men  with 
their  bodies  bedaubed  with  mud,  and  often  muti¬ 
lated  by  the  frightful  ravages  of  the  leprosy ;  the 
women  with  heads  dyed  crimson,  their  faces  fan¬ 
tastically  streaked  with  paint,  and  their  naked 
infants  strapped  upon  their  backs.  In  the  rear- 
ground  of  this  picture  may  be  seen  a  group  of 
naked  little  savages  tumbling  and  rolling  in  the 
sand.  My  congregation  sit,  or  rather  squat  upon 
the  ground  with  their  knees  drawn  up  to  their 
chins.  A  grunt  of  assent  accompanies  my  di^ 
course  throughout.  This  gutteral  intonation  is 
ejected  at  the  conclusion  of  every  sentence,  and 
seems  to  be  regarded  by  courtesy  as  something  to 
which  the  speaker  has  an  indubitable  claim. 
Should  a  truth,  however  solemn  its  import,  forci¬ 
bly  strike  the  mind,  it  is  acknowledged  by  a  loud 
laugh.  But  to  convey  that  truth  to  tho  mind,  to 
enable  one  ray  of  light  to  struggle  through  the 
dim  obscurity — hie  labor,  hoc  opus  est.  There  is 
a  degree  of  stupidity  to  be  encountered  almost 
incr^ible.  Any  proposition  which  is  removed  be¬ 
yond  the  immediate  sphere  of  sense,  or  the  com¬ 
pass  of  the  most  simple  ideas,  is  altogether  incom¬ 
prehensible.  All  mental  power  seems  exhausted 
at  once  in  the  effort  to  grasp  the  abstraction.  All 
that  can  be  done  is  to  take  some  elementary  truth, 
to  enforce  it  by  every  variety  of  illustration,  and 
to  make  it  day  after  day  the  subject  of  “  line  upon 
line,  and  precept  upon  precept.”  But  the  seve¬ 
rest  trial  to  the  teacher  is  the  thankless  spirit 
with  which  his  instructions  are  received.  As 
there  can  be  no  appreciation  of  the  value  of  his 
labors,  there  is  no  corresponding  sentiment  of 
gratitude  awakened.  The  sublime  truths  of  crea¬ 
tion,  providence,  and  redemption,  so  far  as  they 
can  affect  the  heart,  are  received  with  the  most 
stupid  indifference.  You  may  ask,  what  is  it 
then  which  secures  a  hearing  of  the  Gospel,  and 
the  manifestation  of  an  apparent  interest  in  its 
truths  ?  The  motive  is  found  in  the  cravings  of 
a  mendicant  spirit  which  nothing  can  satiate.  To 
attend  preaching  is  regarded  as  a  personal  favor 
conferred  upon  the  Missionary,  and  is  made  the 
pretext  for  begging  a  little  cloth  or  tobacco.  The 
language  of  the  petition  is,  “  me  be  good  friend 
for  God-man  side — me  hear  God  palaver  plenty — 
please  give  me  tobacco.”  A  few  months  ago  I 
had  a  painful  instance  of  this  spirit ;  I  was  preach¬ 
ing  upon  the  freeness  of  salvation  to  all,  and  that 
there  was  no  difference  with  God  between  the 
black  and  the  white  man.  Mrs.  H.  was  present, 
and  from  the  deep  attention  paid  to  my  remarks, 
we  were  both  rejoicing  in  the  hope  that  some 
chord  of  the  nobler  and  better  nature  had  been 
touched.  After  I  had  concluded  there  was  silence 
for  several  minutes.  It  was  broken  by  an  old  man,  a 
patriarch  of  the  town  who  thus  addressed  his  coun¬ 
trymen.  “  That  word  he  speak  be  true.  First  time 
God  make  white  man  and  black  man,  he  make  him 
all  same.  He  put  meat  on  table  and  one  knifo,  white 
man  snatch  away  knife  and  make  black  man  eat 
with  fingers;”  and  now  concluded  the  orator, 
“  white  man  must  pay  we  for  hear  Gospel  preach.” 
This  harangue  however  did  not  seem  to  elicit  the 
approbation  expected.  It  was  tearing  away  the 
mask  with  rather  too  bold  a  hand.  It  was  well 
apprehended  by  the  more  sagacious,  that  if  an  ex¬ 
cise  duty  was  to  be  imposed  on  every  sermon  I 
preached,  my  coffers  would  soon  become  bankrupt, 
and  I  would  be  compelled  to.  leave  the  country. 

But  I  turn  from  a  prospect  so  dark  and  dreary 
to  one  of  brighter  promise,  my  school.  Here  in¬ 
deed  is  a  li^ht  shining  in  a  dark  place,  a  fountain 
in  the  moral  waste  to  refresh  the  fainting  spirit. 
Here  it  is  that  l  ean  turn  for  hope  and  comfort, 
and  pour  out  my  heart  in  adoring  gratitude  to  the 
Lord  who  has  graciously  owned  and  blessed  my 
labors.  At  7  o’clock  in  the  evening  my  school  is 
assembled  for  prayers  and  religious  instruction. 
A  course  of  simple  lectures  is  delivered  on  all  the 
leading  facts  and  fundamental  doctrines  of  the 
Bible,  beginning  at  the  Old  Testament,  and  pur¬ 
ging  the  regular  order  of  the  sacred  narrative. 
My  lectures  are  delivered  on  oiTC  evening  and  the 
pupils  catechized  on  the  next.  By  this  method  a 
mass  of  valuable  scriptural  knowledge  is  brought 


circulation  since  the  formation  of  the  Society, 
2,850,649  volumes,  84,122,133  publications;  1,- 
667,090,401  pages.  Twelve  thousand  copies  of 
Baxter’s  Call  have  been  printed  in  large,  and 
twenty-one  thousand  in  smaller  type,  during  the 
year ;  33,000  of  the  Sabbath  Manual ;  28,(H)0 
volumes  in  German,  6,000  in  French,  4,000  in 
Welsh.  The  Society’s  monthly  newspaper,  the 
American  Messenger,  has  been  enlarged,  and  has 
40,000  subscribers. 

It  is  gratifying  to  observe,  that  while  the  So¬ 
ciety’s  volume  circulation  has  been  gradually  in¬ 
creasing  for  a  series  of  years,  the  circulation  of 
pamphlet  Tracts  is  not  diminished.  The  average 
circulation  of  Tracts  for  several  years  has  been 
about  thirty  millions  of  pages. 

The  grants  of  publications  have  exceeded  those 
of  former  years  by  3,000,000  pages.  Members 
and  directors  have  drawn  3,830,250  pages ;  26,- 
874,986  pages  have  been  forwarded  to  foreign  and 
home  missionary  stations  and  seamen’s  chaplains 
in  our  own  and  foreign  ports ;  or  scattered  along 
the  lakes,  canals  and  rivers ;  or  distributed  in 
Sabbath-schools  and  from  house  to  house  by  col¬ 
porteurs,  or  by  Auxiliary  Societies.  Colporteurs 
and  agents  have  personally  distributed  nearly 
18,000,000  of  pages. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  have  been  *153,916, 
of  which  #82,784  are  the  proceeds  of  sales.  The 
donations  (#71,132)  6how  an  increase  of  #8,82# 
over  the  previous  year.  Those  reeeived  for  col- 
portage  exceeded  #24,000;  for  foreign  distribu¬ 
tion  #4,300. 

The  expenditures  have  just  equalled  tho  re¬ 
ceipts,  #153,916.  Of  this  amount,  #90,603  were 
paid  for  paper,  printing,  binding,  copyright,  en¬ 
graving  and  revising ;  #15,000  remitted  to  foreign 
and  pagan  lands,  and  .#31,000  expended  for  col- 
portage,  in  addition  to  grants  of  books  by  col¬ 
porteurs  to  the  amount  of  #12,000. 

The  remittances  of  the  American  Tract  Society, 
Boston,  amounted  to  #24,429.  Those  of  the  Con¬ 
necticut  Branch  to  #4,755.  Liberal  remittances 
were  received  from  many  other  Branches  and 
Auxiliaries  in  different  parts  of  the  country. 

Colportage — Efforts  have  been  made  to  provide 
specific  classes  of  our  population  with  colporteurs 
best  suiteo  ror  tnem.  I'rte  list  or  colporteurs  in¬ 
cludes  French,  German,  Irish  and  Welsh,  convert¬ 
ed  Catholics,  and  sailors. 

Conventions  of  the  colporteurs  of  different  dis¬ 
tricts,  at  Syracuse,  Detroit,  Cincinnati,  Pittsburg 
and  New  York  city,  for  mutual  advice  and  en¬ 
couragement,  have  greatly  inspirited  their  labors, 
by  giving  them  more  extended  views  of  the  good 
effected,  and  imparting  mutual  experience  in 
overcoming  or  supporting  difficulties. 

An  Appendix  to  the  Report  is  filled  with  inter¬ 
esting  details  of  the  visitation  and  distribution  ;  of 
the  influence  of  books,  both  good  and  bad  ;  and  of 
the  aspects  of  the  work  in  its  bearing  upon  the 
spread  of  Romanism  in  our  land  and  day,  and  it 
also  contains  a  tabular  view  of  the  whole  results 
of  the  year.  More  than  166,000  families  have 
been  visited,  177,000  volumes  sold,  50,000  volumes 
granted  to  the  destitute  poor,  and  two  millions  of 
pages  of  Tracts  distributed  upon  the  field.  Be¬ 
tween  one  sixth  and  one-seventh  of  the  166,000 
families  visited,  viz :  25,799  families,  are  reported 
as  having  been  found  destitute  of  every  religious 
book  except  the  Bible,  and  about  an  equal  pro¬ 
portion  of  (24,506  families)  were  Roman  Catho¬ 
lics,  or  professed  to  hold  what  we  believe  to  be 
fatal  errors.  More  than  12,000  families  are  re¬ 
ported  as  found  destitute  of  the  Bible,  and  nearly 
the  same  number  as  supplied  by  the  colporteurs 
with  copies,  obtained  from  State  or  County  Bible 
Societies. 

Foreign  Field. — The  aspects  of  Providence  in 
respect  to  the  great  work  of  evangelization 
abroad,  are  on  the  whole  more  cheering  than  at 
any  former  period.  The  Society  has  during  the 
year  remitted  #15,000,  according  to  the  recom¬ 
mendations  of  a  Special  Committee  of  different 
denominations,  as  follows  :  to  the  Sandwich 
Islands  #1,000.  For  China,  (in  addition  to  #500, 
transferred  to  the  Episcopal  mission  from  the 
mission  to  Crete,)  mission  of  Board  of  Commis¬ 
sioners  #1,000,  General  Assembly’s  Board  #1,000, 
Baptist  Board  .#500,  and  Rev.  I.  J.  Roberts  #100.

(23) ;  be,  represented  by  the  beaten  “  way-side” 
(4),  did  not  (19)  ;  which  is  the  same  with  what 
the  apostle  teaches  in  an  afore-cited  passage: 
“The  natoral  man  receiveth  not  the  things  of 
the  Spirit  of  God,  for  they  are  foolishneas  onto 
him ;  neither  can  be  know  them  because  they  are 
spiritually  discerned”  (1  Cor.  ii.  11—14).  The 
more  that  the  truth  of  God  is  pressed  upon  the 
carnal  mind,  the  greater  will  be  its  enmity  against 
the  God  of  truth  (Rom.  viiL  7).  There  must  be, 
as  we  hare  seen,  an  “  illuminating”  influence, 
an  “  opening  of  the  eyes  of  the  understanding,” 
before  the  truth  can  have  its  effect ;  in  a  word, 
there  must  be  a  preparation  of  the  heart,  a  dispo¬ 
sition,  which  is  not  natoral,  to  receive  and  embrace 
the  truth.  This  work  of  the  Spirit  cannot  be  ex¬ 
pected  in  the  case  of  reasoning  persons,  when  the 
truth  is  not  presented  ;  as  is  shown  by  the  com¬ 
mand  to  preach  the  Gospel,  and  the  absence  of 
true  religion  where  the  truth  is  not  proclaimed. 
There  is  a  mystery  here  (every  thing  about  re- 
^neration  is  in  mystery),  which  has  made  much 
dispute  among  theologians,  without,  it  must  be 
confessed,  their  throwing  any  light  upon  the  n»t- 
ter.  The  fact,  however,  remains,  that  the  Spirit 
ordinari'y  (we  would  say,  always),  when  he  con¬ 
verts  sianers  of  intelligent  years,  does  so  with 
the  presentation  of  truth ;  there  is  an  adaptation 
of  bis  process  to  their  rational,  accountable  na¬ 
tures,  which  we  do  not  attempt  to  explain,  for  our 
Lord,  when  questioned  by  Nic^emus,  did  not ;  yet 
there  mu^  be  a  work  of  the  Spirit  on  the  heart, 
opening  i:  (Acta  xvL  14)  to  receive  the  truth  ef¬ 
fectually. 

Now,  vhy  may  not  this  gracious  work,  this  pre¬ 
paration  to  receive  the  truth,  when  its  faculties 
are  sufficiently  developed,  be  wrought  upon  the 
heart  of  the  infant,  thus  fitting  it  for  the  light  of 
truth  i#  heaven  ?  God,  as  we  have  said,  adapts 
bis  methods  to  the  circumstances  of  individuals ; 
those,  who  have  the  light  of  the  Gospel,  being 
responsible  for  the  greater  privileges  which  they 
enjoy ;  and  those,  who  are  intend^  for  special 
works,  being  prepared  for  them,  often  from  the 
most  early  age.  If  a  little  child  be  destined  to 
attain  intelligent  years,  it  may  be  left  to  hear  the 
Gospel,  and  be  tried,  like  the  fig  tree  in  the  pa¬ 
rable  (Luke  xiiL  8,  9),  whether  it  will  profit  by 
the  privilege  or  not ;  but,  if  God  detormine  to 
take  the  young  spirit  out  of  this  life,  before  it  is 
capable  of  personal  faith,  he  may  sanctify  it  for 
heaven  by  his  immediate  regenerating  power. 
Would  it  not  be  for  the  praise  of  the  glory  of  His 
grace,  who  sent  his  only  begotten  Son,  as  the  Re¬ 
storer  of  fallen  humanity,  thus  to  make  heaven 
glad  with  tlie  salvation  of  those,  whose  condem¬ 
nation  can  spring  only  from  the  sin  of  their  first 
parent  1  Else  what  is  the  meaning  of  his  own 
word,  “  Of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven  1” 

How  can  we  believe,  that  they  wiH  be  cast  into 
that  horrid  place  of  torment,  which  he  has  threat¬ 
ened  again.st  the  despisers  of  his  word,  and  where 
the  remorse  of  a  guilty  conscience  is  like  “a 
worm  that  dieth  not,”  and  “a  fire  that  is  not 
quenched  ?”  They  cannot  be  charged  with  im- 
peniteace,  or  unbelief,  or  wilful  disobedience  to 
his  word  ;  neither  can  they  carry  with  them  into 
eternity  any  conscience  of  sin ;  and,  since  He 
has  been  at  such  infinite  expense  to  open  a  way 
of  escape  from  the  curse  of  the  fall,  he  will  surely 
save  those,  who  can  neither  know  their  danger 
nor  escape  from  it.  Let  us  rather  believe,  that 
the  Good  Shepherd,  who  follows  so  zealously  even 
the  wilful  wanderer  from  his  fold,  will  gather  the 
lambs  with  his  arm  and  carry  them  in  his  bosom 
(Isaiah  xl.  11).  Blessed  be  His  name! — Early 
Lost — Early  Saved.

GROUNDS  OF  HOPE,  FOR  THE  SALVA¬ 
TION  OF  INFAN'PS. 

BY  REV.  O.  W.  BETUCNE. 

It  is  not  asserted  that  the  dying  inffints  of  a 
fallen  race  are  saved  because  of  their  innocence. 
There  is  no  salvation  by  innocence  spoken  of 
throughout  the  whole  Bible.  The  doctrine  is, 
that  they  are  saved  in  Christ,  the  second  Adam, 
through  his  expiation,  his  righteousness,  his  inter¬ 
cession.  We  believe,  that  He  gathers  them  all 
under  the  wings  of  his  covering  atonement;  that 
He  clasps  them  safe  in  his  Almighty  arms;  and 
that  the  Father,  for  his  sake,  receives  them  among 
pthe  little  children  of  His  love,  to  the  blessed  man¬ 
sions  of  his  heavenly  house. 

Neither,  is  it  asserted  that  they  are  saved  with¬ 
out  being  renewed  by  the  Holy  Ghost.  Their 
moral  natures  are  corrupt  They  are  not  fit  for 
heaven  until  they  are  born  of  the  Spirit  Our 
hope  for  them  proceeds  from  the  assumption,  that, 
through  the  mercy  of  Christ  the  Holy  Ghost  does 
renew  them  and  sanctify  them  for  the  inheritance 
of  peace.  If  they  are  saved  in  Christ  his  Spirit 
is  certainly  given  them,  for  He  sanctifies  all 
whom  he  redeems.  Their  incapacity  to  discern 
the  truth,  which  is  the  great  medium  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  (John  xvii.  17  ;  1  Peter  i.  22,  23),  does  not 
prevent  their  being  subjects  of  his  sanctifying 
power.  There  is  a  previous,  immediate  work  of 
the  Spirit  upon  every  soul  brought  to  a  saving 
knowledge  of  Christ  preparing  it  for  the  under¬ 
standing  and  reception  of  the  truth.  In  the  para¬ 
ble  of  the  sower  (Matt  xiiL),  the  hearer  represent¬ 
ed  as  “  good  ground”  (8),  understood  the  truth

I  believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost. 

The  Holy  Ghost  is  the  Author  of  spiritual  life ;  and 
communicates  that  new  nature  and  Uiat  love  for  holl 
ness,  which  shew  that  the  believer  is  really  born  from 
above,  and  become  the  true  child  of  G^.  Statues 
and  paintings  have  been  executed  with  such  exquisite 
skill,  that  the  canvass  and  tiic  block  of  marble  appear¬ 
ed  almost  to  have  acquired  animation.  Instances  are 
recorded  where  the  power  of  genius  has  succeeded  to 
such  a  degree,  that  it  was  only  on  approaching  near, 
that  you  found  that  the  object  before  you  was  not 
living  person,  but  only  the  representative  of  one. 
You  are  filled  with  astonishment  at  the  power  which 
could  call  forth  such  beautiful  creations ;  but  no  art, 
no  skill  of  man  ever  has,  or  ever  can  supply  what  is 
defective,  the  breath  of  life,  which  he  only  can  give 
who  first  made  man  “  a  living  soul.”  So,  however 
excellent  a  person  may  become  in  the  sight  of  his 
fellow’-creaturcs,  however  high  the  maxims  of  morality 
and  prudence  may  exalt  him  in  the  scale  of  human 
nature,  still  in  the  sight  of  God  he  is  spiritually  dead, 
till  he  is  renewed  by  the  sanctifying  power  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  It  is  then  that  be  who  like  the  statue 
and  the  picture  had  only  the  appearance  of  life,  be¬ 
comes  inwardly  instinct  with  the  breath  of  heaven 
it  is  then  that  he  lives  for  his  Maker,  that  he  hears 
and  obeys  his  voice,  that  his  breast  glows  with  holy 
and  divine  ardour. 

The  Holy  Ghost  imparts  that  spiritual  discernment 
to  the  Christian  which  enables  him  to  perceive  the 
excellence  of  the  Scriptures,  and  to  discover  in  them 
truths  which  the  natural  man  cannot  understand 
Look  at  the  distant  horizon  of  an  extensive  prospect, 
you  see  nothing  with  the  naked  eye  but  the  blue  land 
stretching  before  you.  But  direct  the  telescope  to  the 
place,  and  you  will  discern  the  real  features  of  the 
landscape,  the  fields  and  woods,  the  spires  of  the 
churches  and  the  villages,  in  distinct  and  beautiful 
variety.  But  will  you  say,  “This  is  a  new  scene 
which  is  opened  before  me,  the  things  which  I  now 
see  had  no  real  or  previous  existence  in  the  prospect  V 
Y ou  will  not,  you  will  know  that  the  glass  discovers 
nothing  but  what  is  really  there.  So  the  Holy  Spirit 
gives  eyes,  as  it  were,  to  the  blind,  and  without  reveal, 
ing  anything  beyond  the  Sacred  Scriptures,  enables 
the  believer  so  to  understand  them  that  they  become 
effectual  fur  salvation. 

The  Holy  Ghost  is  also  required  to  assist  our  devo¬ 
tions,  and  the  more  frequent  and  fervent  we  are  in 
prayer,  the  more  do  we  perceive  our  need  of  his 
help.  The  celebrated  Robert  Hail  in  the  early  part 
of  his  life  doubted  the  distinct  personality  of  the 
Holy  Ghost ;  but  becoming  more  ardently  attached 
to  secret  devotion,  he  found  that,  whenever  in  private 
prayer  he  was  in  the  most  deeply  devotional  frame, 
“  most  overwhelmed  with  the  sense  that  he  was  no- 
thing,  and  that  God  was  all  in  all,”  that  then  he  al- 
ways  felt  himself  inclined  to  adopt  a  trinitarian 
doxology.  This  circumstance  occurring  frequenffy, 
and  being  more  fn^uently  meditated  upon  in  a  spirit 
of  honest  and  anxious  inquiry,  issued  at  length  iir  a 
persuasion  that  the  Holy  Spirit  is  really  and  truly 
God. 

The  Holy  Catholic  Church. 

The  Church  is  the  vineyard  of  Christ,  and  sepa- 
rated  from  the  world,  as  the  work,  to  speak  in  scrip¬ 
ture  phrase,  of  “  God’s  husbandry.”  We  know  not 


what  God  may  do  for  the  heathen,  but  we  know  that 
hb  Spirit  strives  with  those  that  are  members  of  his  I 
Chor^  and  that  he  hes  appointed  means  of  grace 
for  their  benefit.  In  a  wild  Indian  faieet  aboanding 
with  tall  trees,  and  covered  with  underwood,  you 
could  see  no  sign  that  the  foot  of  man  bad  trod  there  : 
but  when  you  oume  to  a  well-dressed  garden  or  vine¬ 
yard,  and  see  the  stakes  pitched  at  the  proper  height, 
the  hedge-rows  cut,  and  the  trees  prun^,  you  sey  at 
once,  “  Here  the  hand  of  man  has  been  at  work.”  It 
may  be,  that  many  of  the  trees  may  not  be  in  a 
healthy  condition  ;  that  most  of  them  may  be  dreop 
ing,  perhaps  dead  or  dying,  but  your  conclusion  is 
still  the  same,  you  only  say,  “  ThcM  trees  are  worth¬ 
less,  they  do  not  repay  the  care  and  labor  of  the 
husbandman.”  So  the  Church  is  separated  from  the 
world,  as  the  garden  or  vineyard  of  the  Lord,  and 
possesses  many  high  and  glorraus  privileges ;  but  it 
too  often  happens  that  these  arc  negfeeted  and  abased, 
and  that  many  who  beloog  to  the  visible  Church, 
form  no  part  ^  that  tiwe  Church,  which  consists  of 
those  that  are  “  born  from  above,”  and  are  truly  re¬ 
newed  in  heart  and  life. 

The  word  “  Catholic”  means  “  general ;”  and  here 
we  profess  our  belief  in  the  general  or  universal 
Church.  This  consists  of  “  a  society  of  faithtul 
men  dispersed  throughout  the  world,  among  whom 
tho  pure  word  of  God  is  preached,  and  the  sacrameuts 
duly  administer^.”  The  diurch  of  God  may  be 
compared  to  a  kmgdom,  consisting  of  provinces  and 
colonies.  All  have  certain  laws  peculiar  to  the  situa¬ 
tion  and  circumstances  of  the  country  ;  and  also  cer¬ 
tain  general  or  fundamental  laws.  When  these  lat¬ 
ter  are  not  observed,  and  the  supremacy  of  the  sove- 
reign  ruler  is  disavowed,  or  they  choiooe  to  set  up 
their  own  governors,  and  to  reject  thoee  that  are  sent, 
they  cease  to  be  accounted  fellow  .subjects  with  our¬ 
selves,  and  are  viewed  as  rebels.  So  the  Church  in 
different  parts  of  the  world  consists  of  the  subjects 
of  one  monarch,  i.  e.  God,  and  though  they  may 
have  different  customs  and  forms  of  worship,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  circumstances  of  thf  place,  yet  so 
long  as  they  profess  the  true  faith  and  worship,  and 
obediently  serve  God,  they  are  all  fellow-subjects,  and 
“brethren  in  Christ,” 

It  is  to  be  lamented,  that  there  are  so  many  divi¬ 
sions  and  differences  of  opinion  among  God’s  people, 
but  all  who  belong  to  the  Church  to  which  we  have 
before  alluded,  all  who  are  truly  renewed  by  the  Spirit, 
will  be  united  in  heaven,  and  constitute  one  glorious 
undivided  Church  for  ever  and  ever.  If  you  take  a 
mass  of  qnicksilver,  and  let  it  fall  upon  the  ground, 
it  will  split  into  a  vast  number  of  distinct  little  balls 
or  globules.  Had  this  happened  to  many  substances 
you  could  never  have  hoped  to  see  the  parts  again 
united :  a  pane  of  glass  broken  into  a  great  number 
I  of  fragments  would  no  *longer  be  of  any  use.  But 
gather  up  the  quicksilver,  and  put  the  balls  togt'ther, 
and  they  will  again  form  one  mass.  Thus  in  all 
God's  true  people  there  is  a  principle  which  at  last 
will  make  them  united,  and  of  one  mind,  when  the 
same  Spirit  which  now  works  in  their  hearts,  and 
causes  them  to  resemble  each  other  much  more  nearly 
than  a  heedless  world  is  apt  to  imagine,  shall  have 
completed  its  work,  and  they  all  stand  before  God  in 
that  “  likeness  of  bis  image,”  in  which  they  were 
originally  created. 

The  Communion  of  Saints. 

The  true  people  of  God  wherever  they  are  scattered< 
and  however  different  their  circumstances,  have  fel¬ 
lowship  one  with  another,  and  lore  as  brethren. 

How  refreshing  was  “the  Communion  of  the 
Saints,”  in  tho  primitive  Church.  The  Christian 
wanderer,  a  thoiuand  miles  from  home,  always  found 
a  welcome  among  thoee  who  believed  in  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  If  any  one  was  committed  to  prison 
for  the  “  profession  of  a  true  faith,”  the  doors  were 
presently  crowded  with  Christians,  bearing  provisions 
and  money,  who  accounted  it  an  honor  to  relieve  his 
wants,  and  to  converse  and  syftipathize  with  him  in 
his  dungeon  and  when  he  walked  to  his  place  of  pun¬ 
ishment. 

When  the  Rev.  H.  Martyn  settled  at  Dimaporc,  in 
India,  he  met,  at  first,  with  none  to  whom  ho  could 
unfold  the  pious  and  affectionate  feelings  of  his  heart. 
Returning  home  one  day  after  a  melancholy  walk, 
and  finding  letters  from  two  Christian  friends,  dear  to 
him  as  he  to  tlicm,  he  describes  himself  as  lieing  ex¬ 
ceedingly  comforted  by  the  circumstance.  “  How 
sweet,’’  n®  said,  “  are  the  delights  of  Christian  friend¬ 
ship;  and  what  must  heaven  be,  wlicre  there  arc  none 
but  humble,  kind  and  holy  children  of  God  ;  such  a 
society  would  of  itself  be  a  heaven  to  me,  after  what 
I  feel  at  the  behaviour  of  worldly  people  here.” 

“  The  commuiilun  of  aaints,”  though  interrupted, 
IS  not  destroyed  by  dcatli.  An  eminent  writer  re- 
iiiarks  that,  denth,  to  the  believer,  ia  but  a  dark  pas¬ 
sage  from  one  small  room  in  onr  heavenly  F'other’s 
house,  to  another  larger  and  more  glorious.  I’hosc 
who  are  called  away  therefore,  and  those  who  remain 
behind,  are  still  in  the  same  house,  still  members  of 
the  same  family,  enjoy  the  same  paternal  care,  and 
soon  expect  to  meet  agahi  in  the  same  happy  place. 

The  communion  of  God’s  people  should  not  be 
morel  /  about  the  tlihigs  of  this  life,  but  about  those 
things  which  are  most  dear  to  their  sonls.  Arrh- 
bishop  I’shcr  and  Dr.  Preston,  two  eminently  pious 
and  learned  men,  were  very  intimate,  and  often  met 
to  converse  on  learning  and  general  subjects,  when 
the  good  Archbishop  would  commonly  say,  “Come, 
doctor,  let  us  say  sometliing  about  Christ  before  we 
part.”  “  Those  tliat  feared  the  Lord  spake  often  one 
to  another,”  says  the  prophet,  “  and  the  Lord  hcark- 
ened  and  heard.” 

The  Christian  should  be  particularly  careful  that 
those  with  whom  he  associates  are  the  people  of  God  ; 
and  as  wc  cannot  live  without  some  friends  and  ac¬ 
quaintances,  he  should  cultivate  intercourse  with 
good  men  as  a  duty  and  a  privilege.  Many  springs 
are  found  in  this  country,  and  in  other  parts  of  the 
world,  which  are  extremely  valuable  to  invalids  by 
the  peculiar  medicinal  properties  which  they  possess. 
You  may  ask,  how  do  they  acquire  these  properties  7 
There  arc  certain  minerals  in  those  places,  and  tho 
water  which  passes  through  them  docs  not  come  out 
the  same  w’atcr,  but  becomes  impregnated  with 
them,  and  thereby  acquires  those  healing  virtues 
which  the  minerals  themselves  possess.  No  society 
can  be  a  matter  of  indifference  ;  it  must  operate  for 
good  or  evil ;  and  those  who  are  much  with  God’s 
people,  and  esteem,  and  love  them,  are  likely  to  ac¬ 
quire  their  motives  and  principles,  and  a  desire  to  be 
inffuenced  by  their  spirit.
